Marriott Center bomb threat escaped from Utah State On Feb. 7, President Howard W. Hunter of the 
Hospital Tuesday morning following several weeks of 
psychiatric observation. 

Provo police said Cody Judy, 27, 
squeezed through window bars and 
jumped from his third-floor bedroom 
between 5 and 5:15 a.m. All avail- 
able police forces, including blood 
hounds, have combed the area in 
search of the escapee. 

“We're dealing with things one by 

“one,” said Janina Chilton, hospital 
spokeswoman. “We do consider him 
dangerous, but more so to church 
officials than to the general public.”

Ali Seay Cody’s mother, was at 
her San Diego, Calif., home when 
local police notified her of the circumstances. 

“T was shocked to hear he was frustrated to the point 
of escape,” said Mrs. Judy. “It’s a terrible, tragic trial 
for our family.” 

Cody and his mother have maintained both verbal 
and written contact since he entered the state hospital 
last month. He wrote her four letters that expressed 
feelings of isolation, she said. The last time they spoke 
on the phone was March 14. 

“During that last phone call he was a bit defensive,” 
Mrs. Judy said. “His frame of mind and thinking was 
like ‘what I have to do is what I have to do.’ In the hos- 
pital he had nothing to do; no work, no exercise, no one 


Harroun of the University Police said 
it’s hard to say what Judy will do and 
hopes he’ll be apprehended before 
General Conference. 

Chief Robert Kelshaw of the 
University Police said security will 
increase as potential threats by Judy 
increase. 

Mrs. Judy said because no one, 
including family members, would 
take his side, he felt isolated. Shé 
wrote him letters explaining that what he did at the 
Marriott Center was wrong, and didn’t want him to go 
any further with ideas of taking over the LDS Church. 

“We don’t support his beliefs, but we do support him 
as a member of the family,” she said. 

She said most of the psychiatrists thought he was 
competent to stand trial. However, two disagreed and 
believed he was incapable of going to court. 

“In the hospital they never told him anything, they 
should have taken him out March 8 and turned him 
over to the police as planned. They weren’t allowed to 
give him any medication, and I disagree with that, 2 
Mrs. Judy said. “Mentally ‘ill people need medication.”

Despite the political crisis, ordi- 
nary Russians went about their 
lives as usual in the capital. Only a 
few hundred pro- and anti-Yeltsin 
demonstrators turned out at the 
White House, or parliament build- 
ing, for rival protests. 

A pro-Yeltsin rally in St. 
Petersburg attracted about 15,000 
people who chanted “Yeltsin!” and 
“Referendum!” 

After deliberating all night, the

ruling that Yeltsin’s address to the

The president maintained public 
silence Tuesday for the third day 
in a row, caught up in the private 


- agony of burying his mother,

In his speech, Yeltsin declared 
emergency rule and announced a 
public vote of confidence in his 
leadership. He said a proposed 
April 25 referendum could lead to 
a new constitution that would 
replace the Congress and Supreme 
Soviet with a bicameral legisla- 
ture. i 

The court said Yeltsin had the 
right to call for the nationwide 
vote of confidence, but not to 
declare that his decrees take 
precedence over the decisions of all 
other government bodies. 

A Yeltsin ally, Information 
Minister Mikhail Fedotov, said the 
court did not have the right to 
examine Yeltsin’s address and its 
judgment had no legal force, the 
ITAR-Tass news agency reported.

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton lent forceful support 
Tuesday to Boris N. Yeltsin as 
Russia’s “first elected president in 
1,000 years,” but did not exclude 
backing other Moscow reformers 
who would limit nuclear weapons 
while developing democracy and 
free markets. 

“With or without President 
Yeltsin in authority, from now I 
suppose until the end of time, or at 
least in the foreseeable future, the 
United States will have those 
interests,” Clinton said at his first 
formal news conference in the 
White House. 

In any event, he said he would be 
ready with “an aggressive and 
quite specific plan” of aid for 
Yeltsin’s government at next 
week’s summit in Canada. “Russia 
is and must remain a democracy,” 
Clinton said. — 

As he spoke to reporters, 
Secretary of State Warren M. 
Christopher held a lengthy meet- 
ing with Russian Foreign Minister 
Andrei V. Kozyrev on the political 
crisis in Moscow and preparations 
for the summit. 

“Be alert, but don’t worry,” 
Kozyrev said in a brief exchange 
with reporters, his optimism cloak- 
ing the galloping inflation and 
other woes besetting the Russian 
people as Yeltsin jousts with 
Communists, nationalists and 
plant managers to try to push 
through his U.S.-backed reform 
programs. 

Kozyrev insisted: “Everything is 
OK and under control.” He said

After lunch with Christopher at 
the State Department, the foreign 
minister went on to meet with 
Secretary of Defense Les Aspin at 
the Pentagon and then with House 
Speaker Thomas S. Foley, Senate 
Democratic Leader George J. 
Mitchell and Senate Republican 
Leader Robert Dole of Kansas on 
Capitol Hill. 

Next month, the Clinton admin- 
istration will ask Congress to 
approve a large boost in U.S. tech- 
nical aid to Russia, from $417 mil- 
lion to about $700 million. 

Kozyrev is due to see Clinton at 
the White House on Wednesday, 
when a decision is likely on 
whether the April 3-4 summit now 
scheduled for Vancouver, Canada, 
will be shifted. Moving it to 
Moscow would allow Yeltsin to 
maintain a close watch on his 
opponents’ efforts to reverse his 
assumption of special powers and 
to derail the April 25 national ref- 
erendum he proposes to gain the 
people’s endorsement. 

Clinton said he might speak to 
Yeltsin about the summit site and 
date after getting “a direct, first- 
hand appraisal” from Kozyrev. But 
at the moment, the president said, 
there was no request to make a 
change, and Kozyrev said after 
seeing Christopher “no changes” 
were anticipated. 

The foreign minister outlined 
Russia’s economic program and 
Yeltsin’s goals over a roast-chicken 
luncheon with Christopher. They 
also discussed the summit agenda 
and hoped to wrap it up at another 
meeting Wednesday.

campus power outage

There was a power.outage in 
many buildings on campus 
Tuesday at approximately 11:20 
a.m., leaving students to appreciate 
the spring sunlight even more. 

The power in some buildings was 
only out a short time, about 15 to 
20 minutes, but some buildings, 
including the Eyring Science 
Center, Herald R. Clark Building 
and the Joseph K. Nicholes 
Building, were out of power for 
over three hours. 

BYU spokesman Brent Harker. 
said the cause of the power outage 
was difficult to explain. 

“Provo City wanted us to change 
a breaker at the substation located 
at the Sam Brewster Building, so 
we had to do some switching 
there,” Harker said. “For some 
unexplained reason, when they 
switched the power from one trans- 
former to another, a breaker 
opened and took the substation 
down.” 

“Then they tried to transfer the 
load to the original line, and a 
breaker by the Eyring Science 
Center. opened, which cuts the con- 
nection of the whole line down,” 
Harker said. 

The outage affected many of the 
computer systems on campus. 
Brent Smith, computing hardware 
support coordinator for BYU, said 
all the computers that relied on the 
interrupted power systems went 
down, including the Lee Library’s 
system and parts of the campus- 
wide network. 

“The library computer did not 
come back on line until 4 p.m.,” 
Smith said. However, he. said most

of the computer systems came up 
without many problems. “We 
believe all the major servers are 
cleared up by now,” he said. 

Roy Daniel, director of the 
Learning Resource Center, said 
they have fairly-organized plans for 
handling power outages. 

“All of the employees grabbed 
flashlights and helped people leave, 
and then shut off all the equip- 
ment, and just as we were about to 
lock the door, the lights came back 
on. There was only a moderate 
inconvenience,” Daniel said. 

“The library is liable for any acci- 
dents, so if there is a power outage 
we need to get people out of the 
library. Some alarms, like the fire 
alarm, do not work when the power 
is out, so we move people out,” 
Daniel said. 

The power at the Testing Center 
was out for approximately two 
hours, but they continued to 
administer tests, said Bud Wood, 
Testing Center manager. 

“Students could not. get their test 
scores, but there were no major 
problems,” Wood said.

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Huntington’s disease gene discovered 


BOSTON — The renegade gene that causes Huntington’s disease has 
been found after a decade-long search, opening the possibility of devising 
ways to control this devastating killer, scientists said Tuesday. 

The discovery gives scientists their first peek into how the body’s basic 
controls go awry when this disease is passed from parent to child. While 
an eventual cure is still far from certain, the work should provide a 
wealth of clues for developing therapies. 

“It may be possible to develop effective treatments to slow or stop the 
progression of this frightful disorder,” said Dr. James Gusella of 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 

About. 25,000 Americans have Huntington’s disease, and 125,000 oth- 
ers are at risk. 

The progressively debilitating disease attacks the brain and wrecks 
control over mental and physical functions. 

Currently, there is no treatment for Huntington’s disease, which is 
relentlessly fatal. 

“Suddenly we can start talking about what can be done,” said Marilyn 
Seichter of Hartford, Conn., a Huntington’s victim. “This is not hope for 
those who are afflicted. It is life.” 


Leavitt vetoes school bill, to pitch own plan 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Mike Leavitt will face formidable opposition 
to his new plan for critical school construction, a key legislator said 
Tuesday. 

Leavitt has vetoed a school-funding bill passed by the 1993 Legislature 
and called a special session March 31 to pitch his own plan to eliminate 
sales tax exemptions for some businesses. 

That plan, which has not been completely formulated, could avert a 
threatened teachers strike. ; : 

Leavitt says his new proposal for school construction funding will do 

_ the same job as the bill he vetoed, but will curb property tax increases. 

The governor, who campaigned last year on a promise of no tax increas- 
es, has named four exemptions that would generate $4.8 million annual- 
ly. He said that was about one-third of the exemptions the state would 
need to eliminate to get his plan to work. 


Trade Center bombing leader found 


NEW YORK — The alleged ringleader of the terrorist gang that 
bombed the World Trade Center has been arrested overseas, ABC-TV 
reported Tuesday night. 

ABC reported on its “Nightline” program that U.S. agents had flown to 
“a foreign country” to arrest Mahmoud Abouhalima. The network said a 
government official had asked it not to identify the country to protect the 
agents’ safety. 

Two other suspects will be arrested in the United States in the next few 
days, completing the “nucleus” of the group that plotted the bombing, 
ABC said. It did not identify any of its sources by name. 

WNBC-TV, also quoting unidentified sources, reported on its local 
newscast that Abouhalima, a New Jersey taxi driver, would be arraigned 
Wednesday. 

James Esposito, who heads the FBI’s Newark, N.J., office, said investi- 
gators have narrowed their list of remaining suspects to “several individ- 
uals,” but declined to elaborate. 


Too much TV violence, survey says" 


WASHINGTON — More Americans worry about the effects of watch- 
ing dramatized TV violence than the real thing on the news, but they 
still think news shows give too much attention to violent crimes, accord- 
ing to a survey released Tuesday. 

The Times Mirror nationwide poll indicated Americans are increasing- 
ly disturbed by the violence on TV entertainment shows, and 80 percent 
of them believe it’s harmful to the nation. : 

The survey of 1,516 Americans conducted Feb. 20-23 showed a link 
between age and concern about television violence. 

The opinion breakdown was virtually the same as found by a national 
poll taken in 1971. 

Americans who said they were “personally bothered” by violence in 
entertainment shows jumped to 59 percent from 44 percent in 1983, with 
those saying they were “bothered a great deal” rising to 24 percent from 
16 percent. : 

Nevertheless, 57 percent said TV news gives too much attention to sto- 
ries about violent crimes which is only slightly more than the 53 percent 
in 1983. However, 55 percent of the respondents believe TV news is not 
exaggerating the amount of violence in the country.

Democratic Senators defend 
Clinton’s economic package

WASHINGTON — Urged on by 
President Clinton, Senate 
Democrats defended the adminis- 
tration’8 economic package against 
critics of its defense cuts and new 
taxes Tuesday. A panel of lawmak- 
ers approved a companion job-cre- 
ating measure. 

Democratic leaders labored to 
keep their 57-43 majority together 
as lawmakers debated the outlines 
of a five-year, $502 billion deficit- 
cutting plan. The actual tax and 
spending changes will have to be 
enacted in future legislation. 

The Senate. Appropriations 
Committee gave a quick nod to a 
measure that would shower road- 
building and other job-heavy pro- 
jects with $16.8 billion. 

Majority Democrats seemed likely 
to muscle both measures largely 
intact through the Senate in the 
next few days. 

Clinton used his first full-fledged 
news conference to remind law- 
makers that the public likes his 
plan to boost taxes on the rich, cut 
defense and shift spending to edu- 
cation and other programs that 
could feed future economic growth. 

“Each of these elements will work 
as a package,” the president said. 
“And Congress should pass the 
package.” 

Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga., chairman 
of the Armed Services Committee, 
was trying to amend the deficit- 
reduction plan to ensure that 
defense spending not be raided to 
beef up social programs. 

And Republicans, led by Sen. 
Trent Lott, R-Miss., were ready to 
strike at the package’s most sensi- 
tive point: the $32 billion it would 
raise over five years by boosting 
taxes on the best-off Social Security 
recipients. 


One surprising opponent of Lott’s 
plan was former Sen. Warren 
Rudman, R-N.H., now co-chairman 
of The Concord Coalition, a budget 
watchdog group. 

“Subjecting Social Security bene- 
fits to income tax is a fair and equi- 
table provision,” Rudman said in a 
written statement. 

The deficit-reduction plan merely 
outlines future action, but the mea- 
sure’s political significance is huge. 
It calls for trimming next year’s 
budget shortfall to $254 billion and 
the 1998 gap to $214 billion. 

Clinton, Treasury Secretary Lloyd 
Bentsen, budget chief Leon Panetta 
and other administration officials 
have been telephoning wavering 
senators in recent days, according 
to administration aides and law- 
makers. 

“They’re working it very hard,” 
said Sen. John Breaux, D-La. “As 
hard as I’ve seen in the 20 years 
I’ve been here.” 

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee approved the $16.3 bil- 
lion jobs measure on a 19-10 vote. 
As it moves to the Senate floor, the 
measure faces opposition from 
Republicans and many conserva- 
tive Democrats, who say its $16.3 
billion price tag would bloat sky- 
high budget deficits. 

“We’ve done our work on deficit 
reduction,” Clinton told a meeting 
of Democratic governors and other 
officials. “Let’s do our work on 
investing in our people and putting 
them back to work, too.” 

Breaux and Sen. David Boren, D- 


Okla., unveiled a plan to spend half - 


the package immediately on sum- 
mer employment for youths and 
other programs where jobs would 
be created quickly. 

The rest would be delayed until 
Congress approves tax increases 
and’spending cuts later in the year. 


Rumor of violence 
reason for tight 
security at Y luau

University Police and other BYU 
officials feel the police presence at 
the Lamanite Week Polynesian 
luau held March 17 was necessary 
due to rumors of possible gang 
activity. 

University Police received infor- 
mation from five sources, including 
the Salt Lake City Gang Task 
Force and BYU Student Service 
Association, that gang related 
activity may occur at the luau, said 
Capt. Michael Harroun of the 
University Police. 

Harroun said the problem began 
March 13 when two Polynesian 
females began to fight on the 
University of Utah’s campus. 
Later, family members of one of the 
females joined in the fight which 


‘ended in the other female being 


hospitalized for two days. 

The Salt Lake City Gang Task 
Force “heard the word on the 
street” that the hospitalized 
female’s family would “finish” the 
incident at the luau, he said. The 
other four sources gave the same 
information. 

“The best. defense was a show of 
force,” Harroun said. “We would 
rather have been over-reactive 
than to have been unprepared to

handle a situation that could easily 


have gotten out of hand.” 

‘Members of the Provo, Orem and 
Salt Lake City Police Departments 
and Gang Task Force agencies and 
members from the County Sheriffs 
Department provided additional 
assistance at the luau. 

Harroun said the law enforce- 


. ment agencies were at the luau to 


let gang members know that strict 
legal enforcement was there to pre- 
vent any gang-related activity. 

At the luau, University Police 
identified one of the two families 
involved in the University of Utah 
incident, as well as fifteen gang 
members. Harroun said the police 
also confiscated one concealed 
weapon, a knife. 

It’s very likely no gang-related 
activity occurred due to the 
absence of one of the families 
involved in the earlier dispute, 
Harroun said: 

“For them (police) not to have 
responded would have been a seri- 
ous mistake on their part,” said 
R.J. Snow, vice president of 
Student Life. 

University Police acted on specific 
information provided by reliable 


sources and their job was to pro- . 


vide assistance and protection, not 
harassment, Snow said.

Are movie ratings 
more important? 


I want to set up a strawman. A film-goer. An exaggerated film-goer. A 
stereotype. 

This strawman never goes to R-rated films and generally expresses pity 
and disgust when they are even talked about. He has never seen “The 
Crying Game,” but he knows it is mildly satanic and assumes its best pic- 
ture academy award nomination is just another sign that the 
Constitution is hanging by a thread. This strawman — let’s call him Ron 
— doesn’t like the International Cinema because it’s indulgent and 
weird. But sometimes, to fulfill French requirements, he has to go. And 
it’s usually a movie like “Totos le heros” which offends him greatly and 
compels him to write several indignant letters to The Daily Universe. 
But Ron is no hater of the cinematic medium and, in fact, spends many 
Saturday evenings talking with his friends at the Varsity Theater during 
such treats as “The Bodyguard” and “Under Siege,” 

Now, Ron is a strawman and extremely easy to take shots at. But let’s 
take a look at Ron’s more credible, flesh-and-blood cousin, Ed. Ed’s only 

_ consideration in selecting a movie is rating. He'll see anything rated G, 
- PG or PG-13 and anything that plays at the Varsity. 

For me the stigma associated with the R-rating is a red herring. By 
total avoidance of such films, you miss some good stuff and are subject to 
the whim and caprice of a frequently arbitrary ratings board. “My Left 
Foot,” for example, was, for a handful of swear words, absurdly tagged 
with an R-rating. 

The negative attention heaped on R-rated films may give viewers like 
Ed a false sense of security. It allows them to think the brain needs to be 
employed only in selecting films and not in watching them. Most films 
released today and almost everything on television (“Sesame Street” and 
“The Simpsons”) are offensive in some way. And I’m not just talking pro- 
fanity, nudity and violence. What kind of picture does “Under Siege,” in 
whatever version you view it, paint of women? 

“Well so what?” Ed might reply. “Seeing R-rated films is against the 
Church. In ‘An Enemy Hath Done This,’ President Benson warns us ...” 

Exactly. It is not doctrine. Doctrine, for me, is a universal thing. Now 
let’s leave Ron and Ed alone. And let’s take a look at some of the things 


Michael Medved said: Thursday in the DeJong. He said there is too much 


gratuitous sex, violence and profanity in contemporary Hollywood motion 
pictures. I agree. 

But he also said the mere depiction of actions involving any of those 
three things is not in itself bad. Again, I agree. Do we not read the Book 
of Genesis because it contains nudity? Of course not. We read it for what 
it tells us about the eternal scheme of things. 

We can watch “The Crying Game” in the same way we read scriptures. 
We can resist fixing on the elements we find objectionable (murder, 
extramarital sex, etc.) and find moral clarification in those things we do 
support: the possibility of relationships based on friendship rather than 
sex and the ability to act nobly in trying circumstances. 

My only concern, and my plea to Ron, Ed and all of us, is that we be dis- 
cerning viewers who, whether we are watching “The Brady Bunch” or 
“Under Siege,” always actively examine what we are being fed. :

How to judge film 


Whenever we are offended by a film, we should ask ourselves two ques- 
tions: “How quickly did I condemn it?” and “Could my judgement be sym- 
bolic of the way in which I treat human beings?” 

If I immediately condemn a film, chances are I will similarly indict an 
individual. Learning tolerance in our film-viewing is good practice for 
learning to tolerate human beings. 

Take for example the recent “Mama’s Cafe Mini Film Festival.” A con- 
troversial film was shown by one of the artists in attendance. Several 
weeks later, a letter to the editor appeared in The Daily Universe that 
condemned the work and made enough assumptions to damage other 
well-meaning people. I found it curious that those offended didn’t 
approach the artist directly and “betimes” to ask him for an explanation 
of his work. 

When I too was offended, I asked the artist what he meant by the film. 
His film was an astonishing metaphor that addressed his concern over 
the way we treat each other as brothers and sisters. 

I can’t help but think such impersonal indictment is rarely given in the 
spirit of love, so much as it is offered as a form of self-indulgent priest- 
craft. After indicting an artist’s work, it then becomes that much easier 
to indict the artist, and soon, humans in general. Judgment leads to elit- 

‘ism and pride because the judge often becomes the self-anointed moral 
police. They assume they must show others “the light” by imposing their 
viewpoint on others in the guise of protecting these “weaker and naive 
spirits. : 

It scares me when I so often encounter this attitude in letters to editors. 
I also saw hints of it last week when the renowned critic Michael Medved 
addressed BYU. After judging Hollywood films he moved directly to the 
condemnation of its producers, reducing them to stereotypical level. 

How do we avoid quick condemnation of humans? One way is to consid- 
er our intolerance of a film and its maker as a symptom of pride. 

Choose to focus on something positive in the film as you would an indi- 
vidual, then judge carefully. Human feelings should always come before 
crusades. Consider the tolerance God must have for all his diverse chil- 
dren. He patiently sees everything, probably including all the films ever 
made, yet his judgment is still somehow just. 

Film artists face a number of serious challenges. We are often forced to 
choose between a more conservative approach to film making — one 
which espouses good morals and a “feel good” story, or something more 
shocking and controversial. A good film must contain drama or conflict, 

. that is essentially violence. From as early as Sophocles and the Bible, 
violence has been a part of the well told story. 

I often worry that well-meaning individuals might somehow “go off the 
deep end” and: become judgmental and even antagonistic toward individ- 
uals because of intolerance for an artist’s work, 

Films are like the people we meet in life. Sometimes movies force us 
into moral dilemmas without forewarning, violating our free agency. 
Other times they seduce us gradually, with alluring music and tantaliz- 
ing visuals. In either case, what we happen to see is not so important as 
what we do upon seeing it. ’

Discussing Film Dilemmas at BYU

Editor’s note: The following is an 
excerpt of film critic Michael 
Medved’s symposium address on 
Thursday. The symposium was 
jointly sponsored by - the 
Depariment of Communications 
and the Department of Theater and 
Film. ; 

I recently had the experience of 
appearing on a live TV show and 
having the president of Tri-Star 
Pictures say to national TV in 
Britain that I was crazy. All of this 
surprises me just a little bit, 
because it’s so obvious that the 
overwhelming majority of 
Americans agree with the rather 
modest, rather moderate, rather 
restrained fundamental thesis of 
my book (Hollywood versus 
America) and that thesis is: the 
entertainment industry has unnec- 
essarily alienated a substantial 
portion of the American people. 
”Newsweek Magazine” did a survey 
in October of 1992 that showed 80 
percent of the people in this coun- 
try feel there’s too much sex and 
violence in movies. 

You can’t get 80 percent of 
Americans to agree that Elvis is 
dead. But you can get them to 
agree on this one. There clearly is 
something wrong. Movies today 
and television, and popular music 
no longer reflect or even respect the 
values that millions of Americans 
still cherish. _ 

I think the problem with my book, 
as far as the Hollywood establish- 
ment is concerned, has nothing to 
do with the fundamental thesis. 
They can read the numbers. They 
know they’re losing the audience, 
they know that more people than 
ever before never go to movies. 
They know that motion picture 
attendance in 1992, according to 
their own figures, reached its low- 
est point in 16 years, so their prob- 
lem, what’s upsetting them is the 


. fact that I rebut the three big lies 


that Hollywood always tells in its 
own defense. 

Those lies are: 

1. It’s just entertainment, it 
doesn’t hurt anybody. 

2. We’re just giving the public 
what it wants. 

3. If you don’t like this stuff 
then just turn it off and shut 
up, because it’s easy enough to 
avoid it. 

On the first point, the idea that 
it’s just entertainment, it has no 
effect on the real world at all. [had 
a fascinating experience a couple of 
weeks ago where I appeared

ence.”

_was shocked that one of the presi- 


dents of one of the major studios 
came forward and said, Mr. 
Medved only talks about the bad 
things we do. We also are capable 
of saving thousands of lives. He 
said; I would say that the movie 
“Lethal Weapon II¥” for instance 
saved thousands of lives. Now, I’m 
a pretty imaginative guy, but I was 
sort of sitting there scratching my 
head, what was the life-saving 
message in “Lethal Weapon III?” I 
somehow didn’t see it, so I asked 
him about it and he said, “Oh no, 
it’s very simple — you remember 
there is a key scene where you get 
to see Mel Gibson and Danny 
Glover fastening their seatbelts 


before they go off on a high speed 


chase.” : 

What this gentleman wants us to 
believe is that millions of people 
will see a positive action and then 
they’ll imitate it. But when it 
comes to eye gougings, pushing 
people out of windows, shooting 
them, dismembering them, high 
speed car chases, that no one will 
imitate. Could there be anything 
more hypocritical? ; 

You know you're not allowed to 
have TV ads by law that advertise 
hard liquor on TV. And then you 
turn around to the TV programing 
and all you see is people drinking. 
What hypocrisy. They want you to 
believe that everything else in the 
movie has no impact. The AMA 
declared that this was a public 
health emergency, and they said 
it’s comparable in intensity and 
severity to the public health emer- 
gency concerning smoking. . 

The influence on media works 
very much like advertising. When 
Lexus buys hundreds of hours of 
television advertising to repeat 
images of this car, of the hundreds 
of millions of people who see those 
ads, very, very few are ever going 
vo buy a Lexus. Very, very few 
could even afford it. But let’s say 
that by showing an ad, an extra 
thousand people, an extra 2,000 
out of hundreds of millions, who 
actually buy the car, it makes a big 
difference to the corporation. 

In the samé way, if only a few 
people are led to more violent, more 
hostile, more disgusting behavior, 
it makes a very real difference. And 
all the studies show there are peo- 
ple out there who are terribly sus- 
ceptible to this material. And what

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about all the rest of us? For all the 
rest of us the Lexus ad redefines 
the Lexus as a status symbol. It 
makes it look desirable. So maybe 
you can’t buy it today, but you 
think well someday I'll have 
enough money. 

The second lie is hey, don’t expect 
us to cut down on this material. We 
only do what we do because that’s 
what the public wants. It’s not our 
fault that movies are so disgusting, 
that TV is so nauseating. It’s your 
fault, because we’re giving you 
what you want. What I do in my 
book is something revolutionary, 
but I think very important, which 
is, let’s test this hypothesis mathe- 
matically, scientifically. Let’s see if 
it is true. 

Last year more than 60 percent, 
nearly 65 percent, of all movies 
released in America, were rated R. 


- If Hollywood is telling the truth, 


and they just give us what we 
want, R-rated movies would be the 
ones that do the best business, 
right? Last year, PG and G movies, 
aimed at families, did on average 
three times the business of R-rated 
films. And yet R films represented 
more than 60 percent of the total. 

I do not argue in my book or in 
my work that we should eliminate 
R films altogether. There are some 
R films I respect profoundly that 
are valuable, that I think should be 
made. I do suggest that when you 
make more than 60 percent titles 
rated R, that’s too many of them. 
It’s unbalanced. I do not claim or 
want all films to be rated G, to be 
“Aladdin” or “Beauty and the 
Beast,” though I love both — not all 
films should be that. But when less 
than two percent of your films are 
rated G, they are under represent- 
ed. You’re not responding to the 
public, especially when you see 
things like the fact that “Aladdin,” 
by more than $40 million, earned 
more money than any other film 
released in 1992. 

Do you know people who say 
“come on, let’s go down to the mul- 
tiplex, I want to hear Geena Davis 
use the “F’ word.” Who thinks like 
that? I have never in my life heard 
anybody who leaves a motion pic- 
ture theater and says, “You know 
Maybel, I just feel cheated because 
I didn’t get to hear Dustin Hoffman 
use enough four-letter words in 
that movie.” 

That brings us to the third lie — 
in some ways the most difficult lie 


to address, which is the notion’

Adams said some of the things 
rapists look for include less 
assertive women, women who 
demonstrate a lack of self-esteem, 
women who demonstrate “tunnel 
vision” in their day-to-day activi- 
ties and who seem unaware of 
their surroundings, and women 
who would fulfill the man’s “fan- 
tasy” or dream of how the assault 
should occur. 

Seminar attenders also viewed a 
video featuring the stories of four 


rape victims, with special atten- 


tion being placed on the problem 
of rapes occurring on university 
campuses, Two of the women 
were raped by strangers, two 
were raped by people they knew. 
In the video, one victim said peo- 
ple don’t know the terror that 


lives in a rape victim’s heart, and 


they don’t know how hard it is for 
victims to put the pieces of their 
life back together. 

Another victim wanted her 
rapist to realize that what he 
viewed as five minutes of pleasure 
had. ruined and taken away two 
years of her life. 

Adams said rape is divided into 
three categories: acquaintance, 
date and stranger rape. Stranger 
rape makes up only 26 percent of 
all rapes, he said. 

“A lot of men have been taught 
from a very young age, especially 
if they come from a dysfunctional 
family, that to dominate women is

the way to go,” he said. 

Adams said that the number of 
date rapes can be reduced if women 
realize rapist’s patterns and warn- 
ing signals, including irresponsible 
behavior, having little concern about 
how their actions affect others, 
showing poor socialization skills and 
accepting interpersonal violence. 

Adams said the more dangerous 
rapists tend to be people who were 
victims of child abuse and rely on 
physical force to control others. 
Many, he said, believe.men are the 


- dominant species. 


Women have a special intuition, 


and they sometimes sense when 
something is wrong, Adams said. 


Women should. listen to those feel- 


ings:‘and shouldn’t ignore them. 

The best way to prevent stranger 
rape is to be mentally prepared for 
the possibility of being set in a rape 
situation, Adams said. The best 
weapon against stranger rape is 
communication. Walk with a specific 
purpose in mind; don’t walk in dark 
areas by yourself, and always be 
aware of the situation around you. 

“The key is not to get in the situa- 
tion (rape) from the beginning,” 
Adams said.

Championships, but could not outmaneuver the 


wrestlers from back East. 


Scott Eastmond, Phil Armstrong and Albert Olsen 
represented BYU in Ames, Iowa for the national 
championships and said they were surprised by the 
competition. and the excitement surrounding the tour- 


nament. 


“It was unlike anything I’ve ever seen,” said Olsen, 
who was defeated in the first round of the 190 pound 
division 4-1 by Jeff Monsen, No. 11 in the nation, of 


the University of Illinois. 


“Tve never wrestled in front of a crowd like that, and 
they (the NCAA) said the finals were the best ‘they ;

When a wrestler loses during the tournament, he | 
can still compete in the consolation matches as long as 
the wrestler who defeated him continues to win. 
Unfortunately for Olsen, Monsen lost his next match, 
eliminating Olsen from the competition. 

“I had a bad seed to start with,” Olsen said. “It was a 
close match but I couldn’t pull it off.” ae 

In the 150-pound division, Armstrong was one win 
away from earning All-American status (awarded to 
the top eight wrestlers in each division), but lost 3-1 to | 
Joe Burke of Seton Hall. “Armstrong had the best | 
chance of getting All-American since his weight | class

Eastmond, at 126 pounds, won his first match of the

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Ex-NFL player 
is sentenced 
for forgery

WEST VALLEY CITY, Utah — 
Former Dallas Cowboy wide receiv- 
er Golden Richards was sentenced 
Tuesday to seven days in jail for 
forging checks to buy the prescrip- 
tion painkillers to which he is 
addicted. 

Richards, 42, told a judge that he 
was enrolled in his fourth sub- 
stance abuse recovery program 
after three failed attempts, but had 
been drug-free since his arrest in 
December: 

In February, he pleaded guilty to 
seven misdemeanor forgery 
charges that had been reduced 
from third-degree felonies accusing 
him of forging $664 worth of his 
parents’ checks to buy the drugs 
and pay for office visits to a doctor 
who wrote the prescriptions. 

“Tm here today because I’m 
guilty,” Richards told 8rd Circuit 
Judge William Thorne. 

He said his arrest was a “horrify- 
ing experience” that nonethless 
revealed the addiction that has 
been “killing me for a number of 
years.” : 

Richards said he has a job, a 
fiance and is enrolled in a sub- 
stance abuse program as well as 
_attending meetings of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. ; 

Three of his brothers testified 
that while Richards had failed 
before to face his addiction, the 
arrest and his subsequent behavior 
demonstrated that this time he was 
serious about recovering. 

“Brother to brother, I’ve noticed 
that change,” said Randy Richards. 

Some checks were written to the 
Family Medical Center for office 
visits with Dr. Robert Davis, who is 
accused of 130 instances of unpro- 
fessional conduct in cases unrelat- 
ed to Richards.’ 

Davis faces a trial in federal court 
and hearings before the state pro- 


fessional licensing board later: this 


year. 

Thorne sentenced Richards to 
seven consecutive one-year jail 
terms on each of the counts and 
fined him $14,000, then suspended 
all but the seven days and $4,000 
in fines. 

Richards also will have to pay 
$2,953 in restitution. 

Thorne said Richards could work 
off the remaining 4,000 by speak- 


ing to school children about the . 


perils of drug addiction.
